All receipts from annual operating fees paid by
the owner or operator of a commercial passenger vessel nust be
deposited into the account. Moneys in the account nmay only be used for
adm ni stering and enforcing the provisions of sections 3 through 11 of
this act.

oper at or. Trade associations may submt to the departnent the
information required by this section for nenber vessels.

passengers for hire, and any state operated ferries that provide
over ni ght accommodations for six hundred or fewer passengers for hire
are exenpt fromthe requirenments of sections 3(2), 4, 6, and 8 of this
act if the owner or operator of the vessel submitted a report to the
departnment consistent wth subsection (1) of this section.

heal t h. At a mninmum the report nmust meke findings as to whether
commercial passenger vessels are releasing treated blackwater and
graywater in the sanme locations, and if so, whether the cunulative
effects of these rel eases degrade the water quality in those areas.

The report required under section 11 of
this act nust also address the dilution and dispersion of viruses in
the treated blackwater and the inpact on shellfish for human
consunpti on.

For each year from 2005 until 2010, the departnent shall analyze
all water quality data received fromcomercial passenger vessels and
make available to the public, using the agency's web site, by Decenber
31lst of each year a report that sunmarizes all data collected in |lay
terns.

This section expires January 1, 2011.

As used in this chapter, unless the context indicates otherw se:

(1) "Gty" neans every incorporated city and town.

(2) "Comm ssion" neans the utilities and transportation conm ssion.

(24) "Solid waste handling” neans the nanagenent, storage,
collection, transportation, treatnent, wutilization, processing, and
final disposal of solid wastes, including the recovery and recycling of
materials from solid wastes, the recovery of energy resources from
solid wastes or the conversion of the energy in solid wastes to nore
useful forms or conbinations thereof.

(25) "Source separation” neans the separation of different kinds of
solid waste at the place where the waste originates.

(26) "Vehicle" includes every device physically capable of being
noved upon a public or private highway, road, street, or watercourse
and in, upon, or by which any person or property is or may be
transported or drawn upon a public or private highway, road, street, or
wat er cour se, except devices noved by human or animal power or used
excl usively upon stationary rails or tracks.

(27) "Waste-derived soil anendnent" neans any soil anendnent as
defined in this chapter that is derived fromsolid waste as defined in
RCW 70. 95. 030, but does not include biosolids or biosolids products
regul ated under chapter 70.95J RCW or wastewaters regulated under
chapter 90.48 RCW

(28) "Waste reduction" neans reducing the amount or toxicity of
wast e generated or reusing materials.

(29) "Yard debris" neans plant material commonly created in the
course of maintaining yards and gardens, and through horticulture,
gardeni ng, |andscaping, or simlar activities. Yard debris includes
but is not limted to grass clippings, |eaves, branches, brush, weeds,
flowers, roots, windfall fruit, vegetable garden debris, holiday trees,
and tree prunings four inches or less in dianeter.
